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Rare  Bible  Exhibit 

Shown  in  Dana  Wine 

In  conjunction  with  the  dedication  of 
the  Sweet  Briar  Memorial  Chapel  and 
the  opening  of  the  Charles  A.  Dana 
Wing  of  the  Mary  Helen  Cochran 
Library,  an  exhibition  of  rare  Bibles 
was  put  on  view  in  the  library,  to 
remain  through  June  7. 

Selected  from  her  large  collection  by 
Mrs.  Charles  N.  Prothro,  an  alumna 
of  Wichita  Falls,  Tex.,  this  outstanding 
exhibit  traces  the  Evolution  of  the 
English  Bible.  It  includes  30  items, 
chosen  for  their  importance  in  the 
development  of  the  Bible  and  as  exam- 
ples of  landmark  editions  of  the 
Scriptures. 

For  the  exhibit  catalog,  Mrs.  Prothro 
prepared  historical  and  literary  com- 
ments which  are  particularly  helpful 
to  those  who  visit  the  exhibit. 

A  13th-century  Parisian  manuscript 
on  fine  thin  vellum  is  the  earliest 
item  on  view.  Written  in  medieval 
Latin  in  a  form  of  Gothic  book  script, 
it  is  a  copy  of  St.  Jerome's  Vulgate, 
which  served  as  the  official  Biblical 
text  of  the  Roman  Church  for  a  thou- 
sand years.  The  manuscript  is  illustrated 
with  67  illuminated  initials  and  81 
miniature    scenes   related    to   the  text. 

A  leaf  from  the  famous  Gutenberg 
Bible  of  1454-5,  the  first  book  to  be 
printed  from  movable  type,  is  of  great 
historical  and  typographical  value.  Its 
chronological  successor  is  an  edition 
of  the  Latin  Vulgate,  printed  in  1478. 
Others  include  polyglot  versions  of  the 
Psalter  and  of  the  entire  Bible,  the 
latter  produced  in  Spain  early  in  the 
16th  century,  and  older  editions  of  the 
Old  Testament  in  Hebrew  and  in  Greek, 
and  of  the  New  Testament  in  Greek. 
Another  landmark  is  a  first  edition  of 
Martin  Luther's  German  translation. 
The  earliest  printed  edition  of  Wy- 
cliffe's  English  Bible,  a  fourth  edition 
of  the  New  Testament  translation  by 
William  Tyndale,  and  several  others 
are  included. 

Of  greatest  importance  in  this  collec- 
tion is  the  English  Bible  of  Miles  Cover- 
dale,  printed  in  Marburg,  Germany, 
in  1535.  According  to  the  collector's 
notes,    "All    Bible    versions    stretching

An  outdoor  setting  for  Commence- 
ment, which  met  with  general  approval 
last  year,  has  been  enthusiastically  en- 
dorsed by  the  Class  of  1967.  Sweet 
Briar's  58th  Commencement  will  take 
place,  weather  permitting,  in  the  resi- 
dential quadrangle  in  front  of  the 
Refectory  Sunday,  June  4. 

As  the  seniors'  choices,  the  Rev. 
Howard  McKay  Hickey,  father  of  one 
of  the  degree  candidates,  will  preach 
the  Baccalaureate  Sermon  in  the  Memo- 
rial Chapel  at  10  o'clock  that  morning 
and  Ralph  McGill,  publisher  of  the 
Atlanta  Co nstitution,  will  give  the  Com- 
mencement address.  The  exercises  will 
begin  at  3:30  p.m. 

Mr.  Hickey,  who  is  rector  of  Holy 
Trinity  Church  in  Greensboro,  N.C. 
has  held  various  church  appointments 
in  North  and  South 
Carolina  since  he 
started  his  ministry 
in  1951.  For  several 
years  before  moving 
to  Greensboro,  he 
was  rector  at  St. 
Thaddeus  Episcopal 
Church  in  Aiken, 
S.C.,  and  served  as 
chaplain  to  Episco- 
Aiken    Preparatory 
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Academy. 

Born  in  Brookline,  Mass.,  and  edu- 
cated at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  and 
Washington  and  Lee  University,  Mr. 
Hickey  has  been  chairman  or  a  mem- 
ber of  a  number  of  diocesan  commit- 
tees and  departments.  He  also  served 
as  a  trustee  of  St.  Mary's  School  and 
Junior  College  in  Raleigh,  N.C,  a'nd 
of  Voorhees  College  in  Denmark,  S.C. 

The    Commencement    speaker,    Mr. 

through  the  centuries  before  the  year 
1535  led  to  the  Coverdale  Bible,  and 
all  English  versions  after  1535  have 
stemmed  from  this  Bible." 

A  first  edition  of  the  English  Bible 
printed  in  this  country  by  Robert  Ait- 
ken,  Philadelphia,  was  published  in  1782 
on  authorization  of  Congress.  Two 
other  editions,  printed  in  1791  in  New 
York  and  1792  in  Worcester,  Mass., 
complete  the  exhibition. 


McGill,  is  widely  known  as  a  reporter, 
editor,  and  columnist.  In  1958  he  won 
the  Pulitzer  Prize  for  editorial  writing 
and  five  years  later  his  book,  The 
South  and  the  Southerner,  won  the 
$5,000  nonfiction  prize  awarded  by  the 
Atlantic  Monthly. 

A  Tennessean  by  birth, .  Mr.  McGill 
attended  the  McCallie  School  in 
Chattanooga  and 
Vanderbilt  Univer- 
sity. Recognition  of 
his  achievements 
has  come  to  him 
in  the  form  of  ho- 
norary doctorates 
from  several  institu- 
tions, including: 
Miami  University, 
Colby  College, 
Harvard,  Morehouse  College,  Notre 
Dame  and  Columbia. 

Mr.  McGill  began  his  newspaper 
career  as  a  reporter  for  the  Nashville 
Banner,  and  joined  the  staff  of  the 
Atlanta  Constitution  in  1929.  He  be- 
came executive  editor  in  1938,  after  a 
year's  travel  in  Europe  under  a  Rosen- 
wald  Fellowship.  Named  editor  four 
years  later,  he  became  publisher  of  the 
paper  in  1960.  He  has  been  a  director 
of  the  Fund  for  the  Advancement  of 
Education  and  of  the  Carnegie  Endow- 
ment for  International  Peace. 

The  program  for  this  year's  Com- 
mencement activities  will  begin  with 
the  President's  Garden  Party  for  seniors, 
their  parents,  and  other  guests  on 
Saturday  afternoon. 

Following  the  Baccalaureate  exercises 
which  will  be  held  for  the  first  time 
in  the  Chapel,  the  graduates  and  their 
parents  will  be  guests  at  a  college 
luncheon  Sunday  noon. 

The  Class  of  1967,  which  includes 
several  who  have  completed  their  senior 
year  at  other  institutions,  numbers 
149  candidates  for  the  degree.

A  memorial  service  for  Sweet  Briar's 
distinguished  President-emeritus  Meta 
Glass,  third  president  of  the  college 
for  21  years,  1925-46,  was  held  in  the 
Memorial  Chapel  Apr.  22.  Miss  Glass 
died  Mar.  20  in  Charlottesville,  where 
she  had  made  her  home  since  leaving 
Sweet  Briar. 

Members  of  her  family,  alumnae, 
and  other  friends  attended  the  service, 
conducted  by  the  college  chaplain,  the 
Rev.  Alexander  M.  Robertson. 

Three  students  participated  in  the 
service.  The  First  and  Second  Lessons 
were  read  by  Frances  Kirven,  president 
of  the  Student  Government  Association, 
and  Mary  Bell,  past  president;  and 
Leslie  Huber,  soprano,  sang  "Wait 
Thou  Still,"  by  Johann  Franck. 

Tributes  to  Miss  Glass  were  given 
by  Mrs.  Edgar  F.  Shannon,  Charlottes- 
ville, an  alumna  who  is  also  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Overseers,  and  by  Dr. 
Jane  C.  Belcher,  professor  of  biology, 
who  joined  the  faculty  during  Miss 
Glass'  administration. 

Friends  of  Library  Meet 

Dr.  Harry  Ransom,  chancellor  of  the 
Texas  University  System  who  is  also 
an  author,  editor,  and  book  collector, 
addressed  the  first  annual  dinner  and 
meeting  of  the  Friends  of  the  Sweet 
Briar  College  Library  on  Wednesday 
evening,  Apr.  26.  The  organization 
was  formed  last  November. 

In  the  afternoon,  the  newly-completed 
Charles  A.  Dana  Wing  of  the  Mary 
Helen  Cochran  Library  was  open  to 
visitors  for  the  first  time.  Of  particular 
interest  was  the  exhibition  of  rare 
Bibles  from  the  collection  of  Mrs. 
Charles  N.  Prothro,  chairman  of  the 
Council  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library. 
Tours  also  included  remodeled  areas 
of  the  building,  especially  the  Rare 
Books  and  Archives  rooms  and  the 
Kellogg  Educational  Laboratory  Libra- 
ry, recently  moved  from  Benedict. 

The  principal  aims  of  the  organi- 
zation are  to  make  possible  purchases 
and  to  attract  gifts  of  rare  books  and 
manuscripts  beyond  the  resources  of  the 
library  budget.  To  date,  195  members 
have  enrolled  and  over  $25,000  in  cash 
and  pledges  have  been  received.

Math  Club  Formed 

Increased  interest  in  mathematics  has 
led  to  the  recent  formation  of  a  Mathe- 
matics Club,  after  a  lapse  of  many 
years.  Mary  Gress,  '68,  is  president; 
Pamela  Sinex,  '69,  vice-president;  and 
Frances  de  Saussure,  '68,  secretary- 
treasurer.  John  F.  Collins,  instructor 
in  mathematics,  is  the  club's  sponsor. 

Open  to  all  students,  the  club  aims 
to  stimulate  more  interest  in  mathe- 
matics through  programs  with  guest 
speakers,  films,   and  student  projects. 

Dr.  Howard  Eves,  professor  of 
mathematics  at  the  University  of  Maine, 
spoke  on  "The  Book  and  the  Beacon," 
a  brief  history  of  mathematics,  on  May 
1.  He  is  the  author,  co-author,  or 
translator  of  several  books  and  many 
articles  for  mathematical  journals  and 
three  encyclopedias.  At  Oregon  State 
University,  he  won  the  Carter  Award 
for  "outstanding  and  inspirational 
teaching." 

At  present,  13  seniors  and  13  juniors 
are  majoring  in  mathematics,  and  14 
sophomores  have  also  chosen  this  major. 

For  over  a  month  this  spring,  when 
a  regular  math  teacher  was  ill,  four 
seniors  supplied  daily  instruction  in  the 
Amherst  High  School.  Elizabeth  Ran- 
dolph Brown,  Charlotte  Hoskins,  Con- 
stance Quereau,  and  Maria  Wigles- 
worth  were  warmly  commended  by  the 
principal.

Self-scheduled  Exams 

Slated  Again  in  Mav 

Self-scheduled  examinations,  proved 
at  the  end  of  the  first  semester  as  a 
successful  test  of  student  responsibility 
under  the  honor  system,  will  be  tried 
again  at  the  end  of  this  term. 

Proposed  by  the  Student  Curriculum 
Committee  in  November,  this  innova- 
tion was  approved  by  the  faculty  in  De- 
cember and  the  complicated  machinery 
for  putting  it  into  effect  was  promptly 
set  in  motion. 

Each  student  made  out  her  own 
examination  schedule.  Instead  of  the 
usual  four  daily  exam  times,  two  were 
scheduled,  at  9  a.m.  and  2  p.m.  A 
few  restrictions  were  imposed:  exams 
in  several  art  and  music  courses  using 
slides  and  records  had  to  be  taken  at 
pre-scheduled  times,  and  those  for  clas- 
ses numbering  over  40  had  to  be  com- 
pleted during  the  first  six  days. 

If  a  student  failed  to  appear  (with- 
out a  medical  excuse  or  for  some 
emergency  reason)  for  an  exam  at  the 
time  she  herself  had  elected  to  take  it, 
she  would  get  an  F  in  the  exam. 
Fortunately,  there  were  no  such  cases. 
A  few  students  who  became  ill  were 
able  to  complete  their  exams  before  the 
end  of  the  examination  period. 

When  it  was  all  over,  students  and 
teachers  and  administrators,  including 
the  few  sceptics  among  them,  were 
almost  unanimously  agreed  that  the 
experiment  was  successful. 

Dr.  Betty  Whitehead,  college  physi- 
cian, commented:  "This  is  the  best 
thing  that  has  happened  for  the  mental 
health  of  the  community  since  I've 
been  here.  It  took  all  the  pressure  off 
of  exams,  and  off  the  infirmary.  We 
had  no  cases  of  pre-exam  jitters;  in 
fact,  we  had  fewer  office  visits  than 
usual.  I  think  it  was  wonderful,  and 
I'm  completely  in  favor  of  continuing 
this  plan." 

Students  and  faculty  also  commented 
on  the  noticeable  lack  of  tension.  With 
everyone  taking  exams  at  different 
times,  all  references  to  exams  were  ruled 
out.  There  was  no  agonizing  re-hash 
and  there  was  less  inclination  to  worry 
about  possible  errors  committed  and 
less  fear   of  what  might  loom  ahead. 

As  was  to  be  expected,  some  found 
they  had  allowed  themselves  too  little 
time  between  exams,  usually  because 
they  were  eager  to  leave  campus  for 
a  week  or  10  days,  and  some  found 
that  they  had  spaced  their  exams  too 
far  apart. 

A  few  kinks— such  as  too  many 
crowding  into  one  of  the  designated 
examination  rooms,  and  several  minor 
procedural  details— will  be  smoothed 
out  before  the  second  semester  exams 
begin  in  late  May.
